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THE GERMAN RHINE: 


It Is a terrific undertaking, as newspaper 


readers well know by this lime, for Allied 
armies to cross the Rhine with the bridges 
all gone and the enemy stoutly defending the 
eastern bank. It makes, temporarily, an 
almost impassable barrier all the way from 
Holland to Switzerland. The river for most 
of its course northward from the mountains 
to the sea is wide and deep. 


From time immemorial the Germans have 


been accustomed, when hard pressed in war, 
to retire behind that barrier. There they 
liave usually been safe from western inva- 
sion. In recent times they have been safe- 
guarded not only by the Rhine itself, but by 
the long stretch of territory westward, from 
Holland down to Luxembourg. 


Needless to say, they will not have that 


protective strip from now on. They will in- 
deed be fortunate to hold the east bank of 
the Rhine—as they may be allowed to do as 
long as they behave themselves. As for the 
western flank of the great river, the Dutch, 
the Belgians and the French can take care 
of that, with help from Britain and America 
in case of need. The short stretch from the 
Netherlands to the sea will be under Allied 
control. 


FALSE POWER 


It will be necessary for other nations to 


live with the Germans after this war, because 
we do not want to exterminate them as they 
apparently wanted to exterminate us. But it 
is going to be difficult. 
\ 


A correspondent 
who remembers 
the 


period following the last war tells how an- 
noying it was at that time to find young Ger- 
mans in civilian clothes swelling and strut- 
ting around as usual, and insisting that they 
hadn't lost the war. "You Americans didn't 
beat us," they said. "You had more stuff 
than we had, but you didn't beat us." And 
when Americans wanted to be friendly, the 
Germans wouldn't drink with them, but came 
as near as they dared to cursing them. 


Such an altitude is likely lo be repeated, 


and it bodes ill for the future. Prussian and 
Hitlerite tradition will lake long to die out. 


The most important thing is not victory in 


merely material ways, but in what Walt 
Whitman called "the making of the best peo- 
ple." The emphasis, whether in war or peace, 
should always be on Man rather than the 
Machine. This generation is not inclined to 
admit it; but sooner or later, any nation 
drunk with material power will have to learn 
the facts of life.

On Gems, Jewels

The speaker was Samuel D. 


Scuddcr, Jr., member of 
the 


American Gem Society, who has 
devoted considerable time to the 
study of precious and scmi-prc- 
clous stones and attending the 
scientific meetings of the society. 
The latter is the outgrowth of n 
movement which started about 
1930 to make American jewelers 
more familiar with the differences 
between the many kinds of gems 
«nd 
the still more 
numerous 


grades and varieties of stones of 
the same general nature. 


The many superstitions which 


have grown up about certain 
gtna, some a m u s i n g , 
some 


having a 
c e r t a i n 
basis of 


truth, were 
referred 
to. The 


opal, which combines all Ihe colors 
and so was thought to combine 
all the good qualities, was men- 
tioned as a stone which has come 
to be looked upon by mnny as 
"unlucky." The speaker said that 
a novel by Sir Walter Scott, writ- 
ten some 150 years ago, was re- 
sponsible for giving the opal a 
reputation for being unlucky.

Zircon !• Ancient 


Mr. Scudder spoke of the zircon, 


which although Introduced Into the 
United States nbout 25 years ago 
Is u very ancient stone nnd Is one 
of the few corns treated artlflcally 
by heat to bring out its colors, its 
original color being a reddish 
brown or gray. It comes mostly 
from Slam, where the natives heat 
the stone over charcoal stoves to 
bring out the colors, blue and 
white being the main colors. It 
was said lo be next to the diam- 
ond in brilliancy and. the speaker 
said that the colors appeared to 
be fairly permanent. 
It was noted that most scms 


arc minerals, although but about 
ten per cent of minerals are gem 
minerals. 
Kxceptions are pearls, 


corn), jet and amber. The so-called 
"cultivated" pearls were sold to 
be hard to detect from the na- 
tural pearl, even hy an expert, 
except that the natural pearls are 
seldom perfectly round. An X-ray 
examination will disclose the cul- 
tivated pearl to be whnt it is. 


Mr. Seuclcier spoke of the diffi- 


culty of judging the variety of 
certain stories, even hy experts of 
long experience, simply hy their 
color and without use of scientific 
methods. The topaz and the cit- 
rine, were mentioned. The citrine, 
called the false topaz, is a yellow 
variety of quartz, but it is not as 
hard as the topaz, the yellow 
variety of which is of great value. 
The synthetic ruby is so near the 
genuine stone that it can be de- 
tected with difficulty, except by 
the aid of a microscope. 


Of course Mr. Scudder spoke at 


some length about the diamond— 
the hardest substance known— 
with its many commercial uses, 
and uses in war time, in addition 
to its value as an article of adorn- 
ment. He said that it took the re- 
moval of some four tons of earth 
to get a carat of diamonds and 
after the diamond was found it 
was necessary to sacrifice over half 
Its original weight in cutting it 
into shape to show to the hest ad- 
vantage. 
A very technical and 


specialized branch of the diamond 
cutter's work is that of splitting, 
or cleaving, the rough stone so 
that it will break to the best ad- 
vantage. Mr. Scuddcr demonstra- 
ted a detecting 
machine, that
